On the con- 
trary, they have initiated many 
measures of major importance to 
the urban areas of California.” 

The League of California Cities 
indictment of Bonelli’s Proposi- 
tion No. 23, observers note, goes to 
the heart of the whole Bonelli ar- 
gument—that metropolitan areas 
and Los Angeles in particular are 
not getting a fair shake in the 
Senate. To the contrary, as Assem- 
blyman Jerome R. Waldie, Major- 
ity Leader in the lower house 
points out, “the problems of people 
living in cities have received close 
and sympathetic attention from 
the Senate.” 

Waldie contends that under 
Proposition No. 23 the danger is 
that “the Legislature again could 
be ruled by city bosses. Until the 
federal plan was adopted,” Waldie 
states, “city political machines 
could and did dominate the Legis- 
lature.”

Opposition to Proposition No. 23 
on the November ballot, Los An- 
geles Supervisor Frank Bonelli’s 
State Senate reapportionment 
scheme, is mounting steadily 
throughout California. 

Two years ago, in 1960, Bonelli 
tried a similar grab for political 
power through another reappor- 
tionment proposal. It was defeated 
by a million and a half votes. 


Among the leading opponents of 
this year’s reapportionment 
scheme is the League of California 
Cities, in essence the organization 
which is the voice of the cities and 
the voice of metropolitan areas— 
the same areas Bonelli says must 
be served by his proposal. 

Pointing out that the League of 
California Cities opposed State 
Senate reapportionment when it 
was on the ballot in 1948 and 
again in 1960, Mayor Charles C. 
Dail of San Diego, President of 
the League, states the organiza- 
tion’s position against Proposition 
No. 23: 

“The League of California Cities 
supported Governor Brown’s Blue 
Ribbon Commission recommenda- 
tion to five Los Angeles County 
three new Senators because that 
proposal would not have reduced 
or eliminated existing Senate rep- 
resentation or upset California’s 
balanced and modified federal sys- 
tem of legislative representation.

that the city can’t really afford 
to hang on to, yet can’t really 
afford not to hang on to. (We'll 
have more to say about this in 
the future.) 

AIRPORT ISSUE at the mo- 
ment, however, is whether or not 
the city of Porterville should al- 
low commercial operators on the 
airport to purchase their own avi- 
ation gasoline for their own use, 
or should they be forced to pur- 
chase from the city-operated gaso- 
line pumps on the airport. 

WE STRONGLY maintain that 
a commercial operator should be 
allowed to have his own gasoline 
supply for his own usé; we can 
only oppose a dictatorial policy 
that forces anyone to patronize a 
city business. (We got clobbered 
on this issue, 4-1, by a recent 
city council] vote.) 

HERE’S THE situation: The 
City of Porterville does operate a 
24-hour gasoline and oil service 
at the municipal airport — and 
is losing money doing it. The 
city. does require that operators 
on .the airport supply themselves 
from city gasoline pumps — or 
fly to another field. The city 
does offer a trade discount to 
cotimercial operators on the aire 
port. The city appears to be well 
in line with other valley airports 
on gasoline and oil prices. 

SO, WHAT’S the beef? 

IT’S SIMPLY this. Owners of 
Sierra Aviation, a commercial op- 
eration on the Porterville air- 
port, specializing in aerial fire 
control, maintain that they can 
buy gasoline cheaper than the 
city will sell it to them. Since 
they are large users of gasoline 
when their borate bombers are 
flying, gasoline is an important 
item in their operating expense. 
In fact, they say they can save 
from $2,000 to $4,000 per year 
in gasoline costs if they are al- 
lowed to buy on the open market. 

CITY AIRPORT regulations say 
they cannot do this; they must 
buy from the city, and it was 
this regulatory measure that the 
Porterville city council decided to 
sit tight on. 

BUT LET’S take a look at some 
other sides of this question, 
which involves not just one com- 
mercial operator, but a theory and 
system of doing city business. 

THE CITY saw fit to go into 
aviation gasoline sales at the air- 
port; this put the city into a 
competitive business, on the sell- 
ing end. 

NOW WHEN the city is on the 
buying end, it demands the best 
price, and the best service, often 
on a bid basis. When the city 
is on the selling end, it should 
operate under the same rules — 
it should not expect to sell unless 
it offers the best product, with 
the best service, at a competitive 
price. 

IF SIERRA Aviation, or any 
other commercial operator on the 
Porterville airport, can make a 
better gasoline buy than the city 
can offer, then that operator 
should be allowed to do-so. 

MOST CERTAINLY we do not 
advocate at this time that the 
city get out of the aviation gaso- 
line business; we don’t advocate 
that there be any change in the 
gasoline service offered to the 
public; we don’t advocate that a 
commercial operator be allowed 
to clutter up the airport with 
gasoline trucks and old tin cans. 

BUT WE do strongly advocate 
that a commercial operator on 
the Porterville airport should be 
allowed every possible competi- 
tive advantage; we say that if a 
commercial operator wants his

Probably the most overwork- 
ed word, and certainly one of 
the most misused by many of 
the current crop of thought- 
persuaders is the word ''extrem- 
ist’. and the concept of "ex- 
tremism'' in general.

So is everyone who 
advocates that the American 
populace become better in- 
formed about communism and 
take specific realistic measures 
to protect our nation against 
communist forces and influenc- 
es. So-is everyone who criticiz- 
es our foreign policy of ap- 
peasement of and cooperation 
with international communism. 

The Communists have plain- 
ly spelled out their plan, thelr 
strategy and their tactics 
against the United States and 
they boast that their efforts 
will soon result in the Hammer 
and Sickle flying over America. 
This is ‘one promise that the 
Communists are studiously car- 
rying out. Our freedoms are 
being withdrawn in every sec- 
tor, and Communist maneuvers 
to set the stage for our econ- 


omic, political, ideological and 
ultimately military defeat are 
too obvious to be overlooked. 

The occupants of the Kremlin 
have announced that they plan 
to destroy our Constitutional 
republic. and the basic free- 
doms which we cherish as our 
gift from God.

How many 
times have you heard the ''Lib- 
eral'’ element criticize the am- 
bitions of the Kremlin, or the 
American Communist Party, or 
the Young Communist Leaque.
